A Raw Deal.

Growing green things, bird songs, 


new sunshine, glorious earthy smells

To make yourself match 
the spring, go in for onions, carrots, 
spinach. And eat them raw. That's 
when they do most for you as beau- 
tifier, tonic and general builder-upper.

Grated raw carrot is good in any veg- 
etables salad and some fruit salads. 
.Rings of carrots filled with highly 
seasoned cream cheese make attrac- 
tive and inexpensive appetizers. 


There is very little loss of food value
